In hernction with the Java, Dec. 20, 1512,
off the coast of Brazil, the Constitution
was hulled but four times, and with the ex-
ception of ber maintopsall yurd she did
not lose a spar. The Java, on the other
hand, was “totally dismasted,” while her
bull was so shattered and pierced with shot
holes that it was impossible to get her to
the harbor of Ban Salvador, which was only
a few hours' sail.
